Extending  Lorn-  Section  1.  Beit  cnctcted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
bardBireet.  City  Couucil  of  Baltimore^  That  the  commissioners  who  have 
been  or  may  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  in  pursuance  of  the 
ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement :  shall  open  and  extend 
Lombard  street  eastwardly  from  South  street,  by  a  straiglit  line 
drawn  from  the  south  west  corner,  formed  by  the  intersection 
of  Lombard  street  and  South  street,  as  laid  down  on  the  plat 
made  by  order  of  the  commissioners  to  the  north  west  corner 
of  the  dwelling  house  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Robert  Gil- 
mor,  Esq.,  opposite  or  nearly  opposite  to  the  south  front  of  the 
Exchange  Hotel  ;  and  that  all  the  property  lying  between  said 
line  and  the  south  line  of  Water  street  shall  be  valued,  condemned 
and  opened  by  said  commissioners,  so  that  Lombard  street  shall 
extend  from  the  line  first  described  to  the  said  south  line  of 
Water  street. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted  and  ordained^  That  no 
part  of  the  brick  w^arehouse  erected  by  and  belonging  to  John 
B.  Morris,  Esq.  situated  on  the  south  side  of  Lombard  street, 
between  Calvert  street  and  Cheapside,  shall  be  condemned  or 
removed,  any  thing  in  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Re^ 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Register  shall  receive 
for  his  services,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  supple- 
ment, twelve  hundred  dollars  annually,  j)ayable  quarterly; 
and  the  ordinance,  entitled  an  ordinance  to  provide  for  the 
compensation  of  the  City  Register,  approved  :20th  Februa- 
ry, 1827,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the  Regis- 
ter be,  and  is  hereby  authorised  and  directed  to  appoint  a  ''"  ^  eg«ter. 
deputy,  who  shall  perform  all  such  duty  of  the  oflice  as  the 
Register  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  and  direct,  and 
for  whose  acts  the  Register  shall  be  held  res])onsible ;  that 
the  Register  shall  have  power  to  require  from  his  said  de- 
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puty,  a  bond,  with  condition  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
ins  duties,  with  such  penalty  and  such  security  as  he  may 
deem  proper;  that  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  the  said  deputy  shall  take  the  usual  oath  administer- 
ed to  officers  of  the  city,  and  for  his  services  shall  be  paid 
a  salary  of  six  hundred  dolldrs  per  annum,  payable  quar- 
terly. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  the  event 
of  the  necessary  absence  of  the  Register,  from  sickness  or 
other  cause,  the  said  deputy,  with  the  written  assent  of 
the  Mayor,  shall  have  full  ])ower  and  authority  to  exercise 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Register. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever 
a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Register  of  the  city, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  convention  of  the  two  branches 
of  the  City  Council,  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  the  person  ap- 
pointed to  fill  said  vacancy,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond,  agreeably  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supi  lement. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Mayor  forthwith  to  summon  the  City  Coun- 
cil for  the  purpose  of  filling  the  said  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  Register,  if  the  same  shall  occur  during  the  recess  of  its 
sessions.

And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  by  the  City  Commissioners  for  the  erection  or  re- 
moval of  Lamps  ;  and  the  sunt  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  City 
Commissioners,  for  the  placing  and  removal  of  Hag  and  step- 
ping stones:  Provided,  however,  that  in  all  cases,  the  appro- 
bation of  the  ^Liyor  be  first  obtained.

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  Inspection  of  Beef  and  Pork. 

iiispeciion  of  Section.  1.  Be  it  cnacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  anually  appoint- 
ed an  Inspector  of  Beef  and  Pork,  well  skilled  in  the  quality 
and  curing  thereof,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  as  many 
Deputies,  and  for  such  time  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  to  fix 
their  compensation,  for  whose  conduct  as  Inspectors,  he  shall 
in  all  cases,  be  responsible. 

Di^puiies.  Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enactad  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the 

duty  of  said  Inspector,  or  his  Deputies,  to  inspect  each  and 
every  barrel  and  half  barrel  of  Beef  and  Pork,  whether  pack- 
ed in  or  brought  to  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  sale,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  charge  and  receive  as  compensation  for  inspection, 
the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  each  or  every  whole  and  half  barrel  ofl 
Beef  and  Pork  packed  in  the  City,  and  for  every  cask  fromf 
other  quarters,  and  a  further  compensation  of  twenty-five  cents 
for  every  cask  he  shall  empty  and  weigh. 

Materials  and  iii-      Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enactcd  and  ordained,  That  all  barrels  fori 

Ter'""' "'"'""  packing  Beef  or  Pork,  (made  in  the  city)  shall  be  made  of  good 
seasoned  white  oak  or  white  ash  timber,  the  length  of  the  stave| 
not  less  than  twenty-eight  inches  diameter,  of  the  head  not  lesj 
than  seventeen  and  a  half  inches  diameter,  of  the  bilge  twenty- 
one  and  a  half  inches  from  out  to  out — sulficiently  tight  to  hol( 
pickle,  and  full  hooped,  except  a  space  of  not  more  than  eight 
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inches  from  hoop  to  hoop  along  the  bilge,  no  hoop  to  be  less 
than  one  inch  ai  the  small  end,  and  the  croze  cut  not  more  than 
one  inch  and  a  quarter  from  the  head  of  the  slave,  and  no  stave 
to  be  less  liian  half  an  inch  thick. 

Sec.  4.  »ind  be  it  enacted  and  ordaitied.  That  every  barrel  of  rnckmg. 
Beef  or  Pork  shall  contain  not  less  than  two  hundred  pounds  of 
meat,  and  every  half  barrel  not  less  than  one  hundred  pounds, 
under  a  penally  of  ti;teen  cents  per  pound  for  any  deticiency 
under  six  pounds,  and  thirty  cents  for  every  pound  deticiency 
more  than  six  pounds;  and  tliere  shall  be  packed  with  every 
barrel  of  Bt-ef  or  Pork  at  least  one  bushel  of  good  clean  coarse 
salt,  and  with  every  lialf  barrel  half  a  bushel  of  the  same;  and 
to  every  barrel  of  Mess  Beef  six  ounces  of  saltpetre,  and  to 
other  qualities  of  Beef  four  ounces  of  saltpetre,  and  every  cask 
shall  be  tilled  up  with  clean  strong  pickle,  and  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  packer  sliall  be  branded  on  the  head  of  every  cask 
(originally  packed  in  this  city)  with  letters  not  less  than  three- 
fourths  of  an  inch  in  length. 

Sec.  5.  ^^indbe  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  Mess  B.^ef  shall  ^^"^'''yo'"^««'"- 
consist  of  choice  well-fattened  oxen,  steers  or  spayed  heifers, 
weighing  not  less  than  five  hundred  pounds  and  upwards  nett 
each ;  the  shin,  shoulder,  clod  and  neck  to  be  excluded  from 
the  fore-quarter,  and  also  tlie  leg  and  legrand  (or  round)  iVom 
the  hind-quarter,  to  be  cut  into  pieces  of  about  eight  pounds, 
and  as  nearly  square  as  possible.  That  No.  1  Beef  shall  con- 
sist of  an  equal  proportion  of  fore  and  hind-quarters  of  good 
and  well  fattened  cattle,  weighing  not  less  than  four  humlred 
pounds  and  upwards  nett  each  ;  the  necks  and  shins  to  be  exclu- 
ded. Tlial  Prime  Beef  shall  consist  of  well  fattened  cattle  of 
all  descriptions,  (bulls  excepted)  of  three  years  old  and  up- 
wards, with  not  more  than  half  a  neck  and  two  shins  to  each 
barrel,  the  end  joints  of  the  shins  and  necks  to  be  excluded. 
Cargo  Beef  may  be  made  from  such  cattle  or  parts  of  cattle  as 
are  not  permitted  in  any  of  the  above  qualities,  not  having  more 
than  a  due  proportion  of  shins  and  necks,  with  the  end  joints 
and  hock  joints  of  each  to  be  excluded. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  Clear  Porkaaahty  of  rork. 
shall  be  packed  from  heavy,  thick  and  well  fattened  hogs,  ex- 
cluding from  the  sides  the  chine  bone  and  spare  ribs,  and  the 
lean  and  blade  from  the  back  of  the  shoulder  without  neck  or 
anv  other  parts.  Mess  Pork  shall  consist  entirely  ot  the  mid- 
dling or  side  pieces  of  heavy  and  well  fattened  hogs,  cut  clear 
from  the  shoulder  blade  and  square  ot^'  befoie  the  hams.  No.  1 
Pork  shall  be  packed  from  heavy  and  well  fatleoed  hogs,  both 
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Navy    Bref   and 
Pork  may  be  in- 
spected   and 
branded.

ends  of  each  cask  to  be  filled  with  middlings  or  side  pieces, 
cut  not  less  than  from  four  to  five  inches  wide,  and  not  more 
than  four  shoulders,  or  two  shoulders  and  two  hams,  three 
jowles  (clear  of  skulls)  and  three  tail  chines,  permitted  in  each 
barrel.  Prime  Pork  sliall  be  packed  from  well  fattened  hogs, 
the  top  end  of  each  barrel  or  cask  to  be  filled  with  middling  or 
side  pieces,  cut  not  less  than  from  four  to  five  inches  wide  ;  the 
balance  of  the  weight  to  be  made  up  from  other  parts  of  the 
hog,  with  not  more  than  one  and  a  half  of  the  heads  to  a  bar- 
rel, (the  snouts,  ears  and  brains  excluded)  and  well  cleansed 
from  blood.  Cargo  Pork  may  be  packed  from  smaller  or  thin- 
ner hogs,  but  of  wholesome  quality,  not  more  than  the  parts  of 
two  hogs  to  the  barrel,  the  heads  lo  be  well  cleansed  from  blood, 
and  the  snouts,  ears  and  brains  excluded.  In  all  the  above  qual- 
ities the  feet  cut  off  close  to  the  knee  joint  must  be  excluded. 

Sec.  7.  ^^nd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  Inspector,  or  his  Deputies,  to  inspect  and  brand  Navy 
Mess  Beef  and  Navy  Mess  Pork:  provided  it  is  packed  con- 
formably to  contracts  for  the  use  of  the  Navy,  or  is  in  no  re- 
spect inferior  to  the  highest  grade  of  No.  1  Pork  or  Beef. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained ^.T\m\.  whenever  the  In- 
spector, or  his  De[)uties,  are  called  upon  to  inspect  any  provi- 
sions, which  have  from  age  or  any  other  cause,  become  rusty  or 
soured,  or  are  very  soft,  so  much  as  to  become  unmerchantable, 
he  shall  not  put  any  brands  upon  them;  and  if  they  have  been 
previously  branded,  he  sliall  cut  of  so  much  of  the  brands  as 
designates  the  quality,  and  shall  write  or  mark  on  the  head  of 
each  cask  the  words  Rusty^  Sour  or  Soft^  as  the  case  may  be ; 
and  all  provisions  which  are  tainted,  unsound  or  unwholesome, 
shall  be  marked  with  a  broad  arrow,  with  a  marking  iron. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  th.e  Inspector 
shall  brand  every  cask  of  merchantable  Beef  and  Pork  packed 
(originally)  in  this  city,  on  the  head,  Baltimore  packed  Beef  or 
Pork,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  with  the  quality,  weight,  month, 
year,  and  his  name ;  and  everjLcask  of  other  merchantable  Beef 
or  Pork,  with  Baltimore,  the  quality,  weight,  month,  year,  and 
his  name.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  Caroline 
street,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  act  of  Assembly,  passed 
at  December  session,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  entitled 
"An  act  foi"  the  extension  of  Caroline  street  in  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved.

belonging  to  John  Glass,  situated  on  the  south  side  of  Block  , 
street,  thence  continuing  the  same  course  to  Thames  street,  the

IVhereas^  a  communication  lias  been  received  through  the  Rioia  in  August, 
Mayor,  from  William  D.  ^Merrick,  esquire,  chairman  of  a  com-  ^®^*- 
inittee  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  upon  certain  memorials 
now  before  that  body,  from  individuals  whose  property  was 
destroyed  during  the  riots  in  this  city  in  the  month  of  August 
last,  praying  for  indemnity  for  their  losses,  in  which  it  is  stated 
that  *^  sundry  memorials  have  recently  been  presented  to  the 
Legislature  of  Maryland  by  sutVerers  from  the  riots  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore  in  the  month  of  August  last,  praying  for  indemnity 
for  the  injury  by  them  respectively  sustained.  Some  of  these 
have  charged  against  the  then  existing  authorities  of  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  negligence  or  remissness  of  duty  in  not  using  the 
powers  and  authority  with  which  they  were  invested,  to  afford 
that  protection  to  these  sutTcrers  and  their  property  to  which 
they  were  entitled  fiom  that  community.  These  memorials 
have  all  been  referred  to  the  consideration  of  a  committee  of 
the  two  houses,  to  inquire  and  report  thereon,  with  power  to 
send  for  persons  and  papers,  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  truth 
of  the  facts  set  forth  in  said  memorials.  Under  these  circum- 
stances I  deem  it  due  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  the  official 
station  you  hold,  to  make  to  you  this  communication,  and  to  de- 
sire that  you  will  be  pleased  to  inform  the  committee  whether 
the  corporation  of  Baltimore  would  wish  to  be  heard  in  answer 
to  the  allegations  of  the  memorialists,  and  if  so  that  you  will  be 
pleased  to  furnish  them  with  a  list  of  such  witnesses  as  you 
may  desire  to  have  examined."     Therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore^  as 
their  solemn  and  deliberate  belief,  that  the  authorities  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore  existing  during  the  riots  in  the  month  of 
August  last,  employed  all  due  diligence  and  exercised  all  the 
powers  and  authority  with  which  they  were  invested,  according 
to  the  honest  dictates  of  their  best  judgment,  to  quell  the  riots, 
and  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  any  property,  without  respect 
to  persons;  and  that  although  they  were  unsuccessful  in  their 
efforts,  if  it  was  the  result  of  any  error  upon  their  part,  it  was 
in  consequence  of  an  error  of  judgment,  and  not  from  any  want 
of  disposition  and  earnest  and  sincere  desire,  or  the  want  of 
the  most  active  exertion  of  their  best  endeavours  to  preserve 
the  public  peace,  and  to  protect  the  persons  and  property  of 
each  and  every  individual. 

Resolved^  That  we  do  most  earnestly  remonstrate  against  the 
passage  of  any  law  by  the   Legislature  to  indemnify  the  com-

plainants  by  ihe  imposition  of  any  tax  upon  the  citizens  of  Balti- 
more, or  in  any  way  imposing  upon,  tliem  the  buiden  of  paying 
any  such  indemnity  in  any  shape,  manner  or  form  whatever, 
as  in  our  opinion,  founded  upon  the  most  mature  consideration 
of  tlie  subject,  a  violation  of  the  plainest  rules  of  justice,  and 
contrary  to  all  law  and  to  all  precedent. 

Resolved^  That  in  our  opinion  the  individuals  who  are  apply- 
ing for  indemnity  are  not  any  more  entitled  to  the  right  of  ap- 
plying for  and  expecting  remuneration  than  f)ersons  who  suffer 
losses  by  other  outrages  against  the  laws,  and  who  are  equally 
entitled  to  protection  by  the  public  authorities. 

Resolved^  That  to  require  the  payment  of  such  indemnity, 
by  the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  would  be  to  impose  upon  innocent 
persons  a  burden  for  the  oflences  of  the  guilty,  and  cannot  in 
our  judgment  be  justified  upon  any  ground  of  justice  and  equi- 
ty. Those  who  took  no  part  in  the  riots,  and  those  too  who 
risked  their  property  and  their  lives  in  endeavouring  to  quell 
the  disturbance  and  to  preserve  the  property  of  others,  who 
were  not  present  to  aid  them  in  their  endeavours,  would  by 
such  an  act,  be  subjected  to  the  burden. 

Resolved^  That  even  supposing  the  allegations  contained  in 
the  memorials  to  be  correct,  that  "  the  then  existing  authorities 
of  Baltimore"  were  guilty  of  any  negligence  or  remissness  of 
duty  in  not  using  the  powers  and  authority  with  which  they 
were  invested,  to  afford  that  protection  to  these  sufferers  and 
their  property  to  which  they  were  entitled,  it  should  be  recol- 
lected that  there  were  then,  and  now  are,  two  authorities, — one 
deriving  its  appointment  from  the  Executive  of  the  State,  and 
the  other  from  the  people  of  the  city,  either  of  which  was 
fully  competent  to  call  upon  the  force  which  might  have  been 
deemed  requisite  to  quell  the  riots,  and  restore  the  public  peace  ; 
and  consequently  the  allegation  would  necessarily  apply  with 
as  much  propriety  and  with  as  much  force  to  one  as  to  the 
other.  Nor  is  this  all, — but  it  is  well  known  that  previous  to 
the  destruction  of  the  property  for  which  remuneration  is  asked, 
it  was  fully  ascertained  that  the  ordinary  police  was  insufficient 
to  quell  the  riots,  and  the  militia  of  the  State  was  called  upon 
to  interpose  for  the  purpose  of  subduing  the  disturbers  of  the 
public  peace,  and,  consequently,  if  there  were  any  propriety 
in  granting  the  indemnity  which  is  applied  for,  it  appears  per- 
fectly clear  to  us  that  the  obligation  to  bear  the  burden  would 
unquestionably  rest  upon  the  whole  State,  and  not  upon  the  city 
only.

situated  at  the  mouth  of  a  stream  which  descends  rapidly  from 
a  hilly  country,  as  to  be  subject  to  continuous  injury  from  the 
large  quantities  of  earth  and  gravel  conveyed  into  it  from  the 
cultivated  hills  through  which  the  stream  passes  and  which  sur- 
round a  large  portion  of  the  city  and  harbour,  an  injury  which 
tends  greatly  to  impede  the  navigation,  and  can  only  be  coun- 
teracted or  remedied  by  the  constant  use  of  a  dredging  machine 
worked  by  a  steam-engine,  and  requiring  the  assistance  of  a 
number  of  labourers,  involving  an  annual  expense  that  would, 
to  render  the  operations  effectual,  exceed  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars over  and  above  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  receipts  for  ton- 
nage.

said  city,  and  the  lines  of  said  alley  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  the  Lines  defined, 
southern  line  thereof  shall  be  a  line  drawn  from  Eutaw  street 
to  Lun's  lane,  about  fifty  feet  north  from  tlie  north-west  corner 
of  Eutaw  street  and  Perry  street,  formerly  called  Peace  alley,

Gentlemen  of  the  First  and 

Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council. 

Called  to  the  oflice  of  chief  magistrate  of  the  city,  by  the 
kind  partiality  of  my  fellow-citizens,  manifested  towards  me  so  uni- 
formly through  a  long  life,  as  to  impose  on  me  an  obligation,  as  it  af- 
fords me  a  pleasure,  to  obey  them,  it  becomes  my  duty,  under  the 
charter  of  incorporation,  to  report  to  you,  at  the  commencement  of 
your  annual  session,  the  condition  of  the  city,  in  its  various  depart- 
ments, and  to  recommend  to  your  consideration  and  adoption  such 
measures  as  I  may  deem  best  calculated  to  promote  its  interests. 

It  is  ^ratifying  to  me  on  the  occasion  of  your  first  annual  meeting 
since  our  official  relation,  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  on  the  un- 
common share  of  good  health  with  which  it  has  pleased  the  Dispens- 
er of  all  good  to  bless  our  fellow-cilizcns  duiing  the  past  year. 

While  the  diseases  ordinary  amongst  us  have  been  less  fatal  than 
usual,  we  have  been  free  from  epidemics  of  all  kinds,  and,  above  all, 
have  been  mercifully  spared  from  the  appalling  scourge,  which,  on 
two  occasions  within  a  few  years  past,  clothed  our  city  in  mourn- 
ing. 

Another  frightful  disease,  the  small  pox,  the  introduction  of  which 
among  us,  it  has  been  impossible  entirely  to  j)revent,  has  been  almost 
disarmed  of  its  terror-,  by  the  vigilant  attention  of  the  Consulting 
Physician  and  other  medical  gentlemen  of  the  city,  to  the  vaccination 
of  the  poor.  Notwithstanding  a  considerable  emigialion  o(  foreign- 
ers, our  bills  of  mortality  have  diminished,  the  number  of  deaths  dur- 
ing the  last  year  having  been  697  less  than  during  the  year  preced- 
ing ;  much  of  our  general  freedom  from  disease  is  to  be  attributed,  no 
doubt,  to  the  sanitory  ordinances  of  the  council,  faithfully  executed, 
as  they  have  been,  by  the  Commissioners  of  Health. 

In  reviewing  the  past  year,  however,  we  have,  in  addition  to  the 
paramount  blessings  of  heaven,  much  else  for  which  to  be  thankful. 
Our  population  has  been  enlarged ;  our  commerce  both  at  home  and 
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abroad  has  increased ;  our  inland  channels  of  comnnunication  have 
been  multipried  and  extended;  and  a  new  impulse  has  been  given  to 
almost  every  branch  of  trade,  allbrding  to  industry  more  constant 
employment,  and  to  labor  more  liberal  reward. 

Pursuini^  the  course  of  my  predecessor,  which  I  deem  a  beneficial 
one,  as  ii  will  shew  annually  the  increase  or  decrease  of  our  foreign 
commerce.  I  have  procured  from  the  collector  of  the  customs,  a 
statement  in  relation  to  the  imports  and  exports,  by  which  it  ap- 
pears, that  the  imports  from  foreign  nations,  during  the  fiscal  year, 
ending  on  the  30th  September  last,  amounted  in  value  to  the  sum  of 
$5,627,853,  being  an  increase  over  that  of  the  preceding  year  of 
^1,023,653,  and  exhibiting  the  pleasingresultof  an  increase  of  our  com- 
merce with  the  interior  of  nearly  20  per  cent,  in  one  year.  The  ex- 
ports, it  will  be  seen,  for  the  same  period,  amounted  in  value  to  the 
sum  of  ^3,923,859,  being  less  than  the  amount  of  the  preceding  year 
of  !^241,236.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  accurate  statement  can  be 
made  of  our  coasting  trade.  We  know  it  to  be  very  great,  and  in- 
creasing annually,  not  only  in  the  produce  and  manufuctures  of  the 
several  states,  but  in  the  importation  from  them,  of  the  goods  of  Eu- 
rope, India,  China  and  Java.  In  the  direct  trade  with  the  three  lat- 
ter, our  merchants  have  not  participated  as  largely  as  might  have  beea 
expected  from  their  capital  and  enterprise. 

I  have  procured  also  as  illustrative  of  the  condition  of  our  com- 
merce, a  statement  sliowing  the  number  and  classes  of  vessels  which 
have  been  entered  at  our  port  during  the  same  fiscal  year;  and  an- 
other, giving  the  number  and  classes  of  vessels  which  have  been 
built  in  our  harbour  during  the  past  year.  By  the  former  of  these, 
it  will  be  seen,  that  there  were  entered,  during  the  period  mentioned, 
62  ships,  220  brigs,  and  177  schooners  from  foreign  countries ;  and 
by  the  latter,  that  there  have  been  built  during  the  past  year  2  ships, 
6  brigs,  14  schooners,  3  steam  boats,  and  1  barque;  in  all  4,854  tons. 
Of  these,  and  I  mention  it  with  pride  and  pleasure,  as  exhibiting  the 
advantages  of  our  port,  and  as  creditable  to  the  unrivalled  skill  of  ship 
builders;  a  large  numher  w^ere  built  for  other  ports,  both  of  the 
United  States  and  of  foreign  countries.  The  numerous  buildings  too, 
of  every  description,  which  have  been  and  are  being  erected,  give 
proof  of  our  advancement;  there  being  actually  built  607.  In  the 
midst,  how^ever,  of  our  prosperity,  and  at  a  time  when  our  city  was 
enjoying  a  character  for  order,  peacefulness  and  puhlic  morals,  ele- 
vated from  the  contrast  she  presented  to  the  oiher  large  cities  of  the 
Union,  then  recently  the  scenes  of  disgraceful  riots,  beyond  ev^n  that 
which  she  had  heretofore  maintained,  an  occurrence  took  place  injuri- 
ous to  her  good  fame,  and  mortifying  to  all  those  who  took  pride  in 
her  character.  A  portion  of  our  citizens,  disregardful  of  their  obli- 
gation to  the  laws  and  unmindful  of  the  injurious  consequences  to  the 
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character  and  interests  of  our  beloved  city,  in  a  spirit  subversive  of 
all  government  and  destructive  of  all  the  secuiities  of  life  and  proper- 
ty, as>uininij  to  thenisclves  the  rii;ht  to  decide  upon  the  ^uilt  or  in- 
nocence of  individuals,  proceeded  to  the  commission  of  outrages  on  the 
d\veHiny:s  and  olher  property  of  certain  of  their  fellow  citizens. 
The  steps  prescribed  by  the  law  to  arrest  their  pioi>ress  bavin*:;  been 
resorted  to  by  the  civil  authorities,  without  elVect,  increasing  in  num- 
bers and  violence  as  they  advanced,  the  city  was  soon  in  the  posses- 
sion of  an  infuriated  mob,  carrying  terror  and  alarm  into  tlie  Jamilies 
of  all,  and  destruction  into  ihe  houses  of  some.  The  friends  of  order 
and  the  laws,  those  who  valued  ihe  welfare  of  the  city  and  properly 
appreciated  her  character  and  interests,  (many  of  whom,  stunned  by 
the  enormity  of  the  procedure,  had  remained  inactive  in  the  begin- 
ning,) now  assembled  in  great  numbers,  and  organizing  themselves, 
alniost  instantly,  and  without  opposition,  restored  peace,  order  and 
security  to  the  city,  not  however,  before  much  valuable  private  pro- 
perty had  been  destroyed  and  some  lives  lost.  1  would  willingly 
have  avoided  this  painful  subject,  but  an  occurrence  so  extraordinary, 
I  deemed  it  my  liuty  to  report  to  the  Legislature  of  the  city. 

The  deep  regret  universally  entertained  at  the  occurrence 
of  such  lawless  acts  within  the  bosom  of  the  city,  gives  assur- 
ance that  its  peace  will  not  again  be  disturbed  by  a  repetition  of  them, 
and  the  admirable  organization  of  our  citizens  in  the  ditferent  wards, 
alfords  an  additional  pledge  of  the  uninterrupted  administration  of  the 
la  .vs. 

No  city  enjoys  more  quiet  and  order  than  ours  does  now,  and  has 
done,  t\nr  since  the  unfortunate  event  referred  to,  and  no  citizens 
yield  a  more  cheeifjl  and  ready  obedience  to  the  laws. 

But  while  our  city  has  so  much  to  be  thankful  for  in  her  present 
condition,  she  has  much  more  to  hope  for,  and  much  more  which  slie 
may  yet  accomplish.  The  great  natura'  advantages  she  possesses, 
justify  the  brightest  anticipations  ;  but,  in  this  age  of  intelligent  enter- 
prise and  active  com[)etllion,  she  can  hope  to  ker  p  way  with  her  riv- 
als, only  by  the  de\otionof  all  her  energies  to  the  great  scheme  of 
Internal  Communications.  She  is  already  deeply  pledged  to  this 
scheme,  the  corporation  being  a  large  stockhohler  in  two  of  the  great 
public  woiks  now  in  progress  in  this  state,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio, 
•nd  the  Baltimore  and  Susfpieliaima  rail  roads.  I  heiewilh  hand  you 
the  last  Report  of  the  [^resident  and  Directors  of  the  lialtimoie  and 
Ohio  rail-load  company  ;  by  which  you  will  perceive  that  the  road 
has  been  completed  to  Harper's  Ferry,  at  which  point  it  will  partici- 
pate in  the  adv.mtages  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal,  which  is 
expected  to  be  completed  to  Cumberland  during  the  present  year. 
T!»e  Winchester  rail-road  has  been  completed  to  the  Potomac  ;  but 
will  not  l>e  proprily  connected  with  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road,  un- 
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til  the  bridge  across  tlie  river,  has  been  finished  ;  which  may  be  du- 
ring this  year.  When  tliis  shall  occur,  there  "will  be  a  continuous 
rail  road  communication,  from  Baliimoicto  Winchester,  commanding 
for  our  city,  the  pi-oduce  of  the  rich  valley  through  which  the  Win- 
chester road  runs,  and  ahovii  the  point  of  its  termination;  there  is  a 
hope. too,  that  the  rail-road  will  be  continued  from  Winchester  up 
the  valley  to  Staunton.  II  this  shall  be  done,  it  will,  in  a  lew  years, 
be  continued  thence  to  Tennessee,  and  thence  to  New  Orleans. 
These  anticipations,  w hich  a  few  yeais  back  would  have  been  consid- 
ered the  wildest  visions,  are  not  now  too  sanguir.e. 

The  Baltimore  and  Sus(|uehannah  rail  road  is,  in  my  opinion,  a 
work  of  vast  importance  to  the  city,  as  it  will  not-only  tend  to  se- 
cure to  it  a  trade,  which  from  the  earliest  period  we  have  enjoyed, 
but  will  also  enable  us  to  partake  largely  in  the  benefits  afforded  by 
the  great  works  of  interiorcommunication,  so  liberally  constructed  by 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  This  road  will  then  bring  us  into  prompt 
and  easy  intercourse  with  the  Ohio;  and  by  means  of  the  internal  im- 
provements of  the  state  of  New  York,  witli  the  lakes.  The  compa- 
ny has  been,  by  the  enlightened  policy  of  the  state,  supplied  with  am- 
ple means  to  complete  the  road  ;  and  the  surveys  wdiich  have  been 
made,  give  assurance  of  an  advantageous  route:  A  portion  of  the 
road  is  now  under  contract  for  construction,  on  satisfactory  terms ; 
and  I  am  assured,  that  all  possible  diligence  and  energy  will  be  ex- 
ercised, so  as  to  open  it  to  the  public  use,  early  in  the  spring  of  1837. 
Their  report  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  state  of  Ppnnsylvania  has  granted  a  charter  for  the  opening  of 
a  canal  from  Columbia  to  tide  water;  the  stock  has  been  subscribed. 
Baltimore  may  participate  in  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  it, 
either  by  the  usuol  navigation  from  Port  Deposite,  or  by  the  PortDe- 
posiie  rail-ioad,  now  in  i^apid  progress. 

A  meeting  was  recently  held  at  Brownsville  in  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania, for  the  purpose  of  adopting  measures  with  a  view  to  the 
making  of  a  rail  road  from  the  canal  at  Cumberland  to  that  place, 
and  thence  diverge  to  Pittsburg  and  Wheeling:  Their  proceedings 
were  sent  to  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore,  and  he  was  notified  that  a  con- 
v>Mition  would  be  held  at  Brownsville  of  all  who  felt  an  interest  in 
the  measure  :  In  consequence  of  this  invitation,  and  at  the  request  of 
some  of  our  i-espectable  citizens,  I  called  a  town  meeting,  when  it 
was  unanimously  resolved,  that  delegates  should  be  se  it,  on  the  pait 
of  this  city,  to  the  convention.  Delegates  were  appointed  and  at- 
tended. The  assembly  was  numei'ous  and  intelligent,  and  their  con- 
clusion was,  that  the  work  could  be  accomplished. 

Resolutions  were  accordingly  parsed,  calculated  to  effect  the  object. 
Should  tliis  work  be  perfected,  it  is  believed  it  will  conduce  in  an  em- 
inent degree  to  the  interesls  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 
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Seeing  ilie  tletViicelcss  stale  of  our  city,  Iroin  tlie  altacUs  ul  a 
foreign  enemy,  I  ilcemcil  it  my  duly  to  address  a  letter  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  on  the  subject  of  the  present  condition  ol'  Fori  iMcl  Icnry. 
His  reply  1  herewith  transmit  to  you.  Since  then,  llie  C-hief  Kni^i- 
neer  Gen.  CJratiot,  lias  visittul  tlic  Fort,  ami  commenced  his  prepara- 
tions lor  mount injr  the  guns,  and  adiling  to  the  elliciency  of  that  im- 
portant Ibrtress;  and  from  an  interview  with  him,  and  an  inspection 
made  by  myself  on  the  spot,  I  feel  every  assurance,  that  his  |)lans, — 
which  are  judicious,  and  meet  my  entire  approbation, — will  be  ener- 
getically j)rosecuted,  so  soon  as  the  necessary  appropriations  for 
carrying  them  into  elfect,  are  made  by  Congress. 

The  avenue  from  the  powder  magazine  to  the  Fort  is  at  present 
impassable — dee[)  ravines  crossing  it  in  several  places.  The  access 
to  it  is  now  through  private  pro})crty,  and  will  be  sto|)ped  up  by  the 
proprietors,  or  their  lessees,  early  in  the  spring,  as  they  have  inform- 
ed the  city  Commissioners.  It  becomes  therefore,  indispensable,  that 
bridges  be  constructed  across  those  ravines  on  the  public  avenue,  and 
that  the  whole  route  be  opened.  The  road  might,  and  in  my  opinion, 
ought  to  be  continued  from  the  beginning  of  the  avenue,  near  the 
Powder  house,  to  Light,  a  paved  street;  which  would  avoid  tlie 
present  winding  course  through  streets,  alleys  and  private  property, 
nearly  impassable  during  the  winter,  and  diflicult  at  all  times. 

The  whole  expense  would  not,  it  is  believed, exceed  *pl,600.  The 
property  on  Whetstone  Point,  has  paid  city  taxes  for  many  years,  but 
has,  at  no  time,  been  benefitted  by  city  expenditures. 

The  drawbridge  on  the  cause  way,  between  the  Town  and  Fell's 
Point,  is  impassable  for  carriages  of  any  kind.  I  caused  a  small  draw 
to  be  made  for  foot  passengers ;  and  respectfully  submit  certain  pa- 
pers relative  to  the  subject.  These  show  that  tlie  proprietors,  on 
each  side  of  the  draw  bridge,  opened  the  street  connecting  with  it,  on 
the  condition  that  a  draw  bridge  should  be  made  by  the  city.  Con- 
formably therewith,  an  ordinance  was  passed  by  the  council  on  the 
3d  April,  1826,  binding  the  corporation  '' To  make  a  draw  bridge  to 
give  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  the  dock,  and  that  it  should  be 
forever  kept  in  constant  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  corporation,  and 
a  man  appointed  to  attend  the  same." 

I  deputed  two  ot  the  City  Commissioners,  Mr.  Curley  and  jVIr. 
Murphy,  to  proceed  to  ^^'as}lin2;ton,  and  examine  the  draw  in  the 
Potomac  Bridge;  they  performed  that  seivicc,  and  received  fiom  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  necessary  assistance,  who  furnished 
them  also  with  a  drawing  of  the  bridge,  and  they  have  prepared  a 
plan  for  our  draw  bridge,  both  which  the  Commissioners  will  submit 
with  an  estimate  when  called  for. 

The  Commissioners  on  finance  have,  under  the  authority  vested  in 
tiiem,  directed  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  City  Stock,  to  be  made 
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at  the  Bank  of  Baltimore ;  whicli  arrangement  improves  the  secarity 
of  this  branch  of  the  public  disbursements. 

The  City  Commissioners  have  executed  all  the  duties  referred  to 
them  by  the  ordinances  of  the  last  session,  except  the  following: — 
One  fire  plug  ordered  to  be  erected  at  a  point  where  there  was  no 
main  stem  of  the  AV^aler  Company's  pipes;  tlie  wall  from  Fleet  street 
to  the  city  property  ;  and  the  completion  of  the  wharf  on  FelPs  Point. 
The  commencement  of  the  wall  w^as  declined  by  my  predecessor  la 
consequence  of  the  want  of  funds;  preparation,  however,  has  been 
made  for  an  early  commencement  of  it  in  the  spring.  The  piles  of  the 
wharf  at  Fell's  Point  having  given  way,  the  completion  of  that  work 
has  been  delayed  until  an  additional  appropriation  shall  be  made. 

The  ordinance  prohibiting  swine  from  going  at  large  in  the  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city,  from  the  first  day  of  December  to  the  first 
day  of  April  of  every  year,  appears  to  me  to  be  cruelly  hard  on  the  poon 
Their  swine  are  permitted  to  go  at  large  during  the  other  months  of 
the  year,  and  just  when  they  are  become  fat  and  valuable,  if  they 
happen  to  escape  into  a  street,  lane  or  alley,  they  are  taken  from  the 
needy  owner.  The  scene  presented  to  the  Mayor  after  the  first  day 
of  December,  of  poor  distressed  women,  who,  under  the  operation  of 
the  ordinance,  had  lost  the  meat  with  which  they  expected  to  feed 
their  children,  is  truly  distressing  and  afflicting.  Permit  me  to  suggest 
that  swine  ought  either  to  be  prohibited  altogether  from  going  at 
large  in  the  city,  agreeably  to  the  act  of  Assembly,  or  be  permitted 
throughout  the  year. 

If  the  councils  should  order  the  lamps  to  be  lighted,  as  contempla- 
ted by  the  resolution  passed  by  the  First  Branch  at  their  late  extra 
session,  it  will  require  an  addition  to  the  appropriation  of  at  least  one 
fourth  for  oil  for  the  lamps.  More  lamps  are  also  wanted  in  some  of 
the  streets.  1  submit  to  the  Council  whether  the  captains  of  the  watch, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  Mayor,  or  the  City  Commissioners, 
would  not  be  as  competent  as  any  other  agents  for  locating  the  lamps, 
checked  by  the  amount  of  the  appropriation ;  a  power  might  be  given 
for  changing  the  location  of  the  lamps,  when  found  injudiciously 
placed. 

The  Richmond  Market  having  been  completed,  and  the  stalls  hav- 
ing been  sold,  and  no  clerk  having  been  authorised,  I  have  deemed  it 
my  duty  to  appoint  a  clerk,  "adinierim ;"  he  has  no  assurance  of  being 
paid ;  yet  the  council  may  think  that  he  ought  to  be  paid  from  the  time 
of  his  performing  the  duties. 

The  addition  to  the  Lexington  Market  has  been  completed.  The 
Weigh-house  is  a  serious  obstruction  to  the  new  part.  I  therefore 
submit  the  propriety  of  causing  it  to  be  removed,  and  another  built  in 
the  western  part  of  the  market,  where  there  is  an  excellent  spot  for 
the  purpose.     My  predecessor  called  your  attention  to  the  necessity 
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of  purchasing  a  lot,  now  vacant,  for  the  use  of  that  market.  It  ap- 
pears to  me  highly  important  for  the  inhahiiants,  and  for  the  city,  that 
the  purchase  should  be  made  witjjout  tlelay. 

The  specil'ic  appropriation  for  the  Fire  Companies  has  been  paid. 
The  engines  are  reported  to  be  in  complete  order;  the  activity  of 
the  l"iremen,  and  their  excellent  a[)paratus,  give  assurance  that  every 
thing  in  their  power  will  be  well  performed  in  all  cases  of  fire.  The 
lire  ladders  are  all  prepared  and  ready  for  distribution. 

Tl»e  expenditures  of  the  Fire  Companies  have  been  and  must  con- 
tinue to  he  very  great;  pcrha{)S  some  system  might  be  devised  that 
would  lessen  tlie  expenditures  for  repairs,  and  be  more  ellicient. 
Might  not  proper  workmen  be  employed  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
uniier  such  restrictions  as  might  be  deviseil  by  the  council,  to  whom 
all  the  companies  should  apply  for  all  necessary  repairs. 

The  appropriation  in  1820  for  keeping  clean  the  streets,  was 
$8000.  For  1835,  only  ^10,000.  The  paved  streets  have  been 
trebled  between  those  periods,  and  an  additional  appropriation  ap- 
pears to  be  necessary. 

The  great  increase  of  the  city  has  caused  some  of  the  watchmen's 
rounds  to  be  so  extended,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  them  to  per- 
form their  duty.  Four  or  five  ailditional  watclimen  appear  to  me  to 
be  indispensable.  The  pay  of  the  watchmen  might  be  raised  to  one 
dollar  for  every  day  employed.  They  act  also  as  lamp  lighters,  and 
have  to  clean  their  lamps  during  the  day;  a  duty  not  performed  by 
watchmen  in  other  cities. 

A  power! ul  stream  of  pure  water  has  been  discovered  in  Gay,  near 
the  corner  of  Water  street,  by  digging  the  cellar  for  the  public  ware- 
house. I  therefore  respectfully  submit  the  propriety  of  causing  a 
well  to  be  dug,  to  strike  the  spring,  to  have  the  same  puddled  around 
for  five  or  six  feet,  so  as  to  force  the  water  up.  It  is  probable  that  it 
may  rise  as  high  as  the  curb  stone,  in  which  case  a  fountain  might  be 
erected  at  the  spot,  and  give  a  copious  supply  of  pure  water  for  all 
the  wharves  and  neighboring  streets.  If  the  water  should  not  rise  so 
high,  it  might  be  conducted  to  a  hydrant  by  pipes  to  the  head  of 
Smith's  dock.  A  supply  of  pure  water  at  that  part  of  the  city  would 
contribute  to  the  health  of  the  people,  and  be  highly  useful  in  case  of 
fires. 

The  present  mode  of  weighing  hay  and  straw  is  thought  to  be  im- 
perfect. At  the  request  of  the  patentees,  Messrs.  E.  T.  Fairbanks  »fc 
Co.,  I  take  leave  to  submit  their  description  of  their  "Steel  Yard  Bal- 
ince,"  to  the  consideration  of  the  Council.  Tlicy  refer  for  further  in- 
formation to  the  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  by  whom  their  steelyards 
we  used. 

I  ask  leave  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  state  in  which 
Hughes^  street  remains.    It  is  represented  to  me  as  impassable,  incon- 
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venient  to  the  inhabitants,  and  appears  to  require  attention.  The 
petition  of  P.  R.  J.  Frieze,  referring  to  that  subject,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

The  preservation  and  deepening  of  the  Basin  has  ever  been  deemed 
of  vital  importance  to  the  city.  It  has  been  prosecuted  with  effect, 
and  at  an  expense  of  twenty  to  thirty-six  thousand  dollars  annually. 
The  total  expenditure  has  been  nearly  six  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
The  general  government  has  acted  with  great  liberality  towards  the 
other  cities  and  towns  in  tl>e  improvement  of  some,  and  the  creating  of 
new  harbours.  Accident  has  prevented  any  aid  having  yet  been  given 
to  Baltimore. — I  have  called  the  attention  of  our  immediate  represen- 
tatives in  Congress  to  the  subject ;  their  answer  is  now  submitted,  j 
am  confident  that  they  will  use  their  best  exertions  to  obtain  justice  for 
the  city.  The  channel  has  now  a  uniform  depth  of  thirteen  feet  water 
from  Fell's  Point  to  a  line  drawn  south  from  Calvert  street.  The  ma- 
chines have  been  principally  employed  during  the  past  year,  in  the  re- 
moving of  hard  gravelly  knolls  and  in  widening  the  channel. 

The  Water  Committee  have,  agreeably  to  the  Resolution  No.  61, 
passed  1835,  employed  one  principal  and  two  assistant  Engineers,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  capability  of  the  different  streams  of 
water  in  the  neighborhood,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  good  and 
sufficient  supply  of  water  for  the  use  of  the  city.  The  engineers  have 
not  yet  completed  their  surveys — they  expect  soon  to  be  able  to  make 
their  report,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council. 

I  most  respectfully  present  to  the  Council  for  their  consideration,  the 
following  recommendations : 

1st.  That  application  be  made  to  the  General  Assembly  for  an  al- 
teration in  the  charter,  so  that  the  Mayor  be  eligible  for  three  years, 
and  ineligible  for  three  years  thereafter. 

2d.  Tliat  a  revision  of  the  ordinances  be  made — the  last  revision 
having  been  made  in  the  year  1826. 

3d.  That  a  substitute  be  created  for  the  Mayor,  in  the  case  of  his 
sickness  or  necessary  absence. 

4th.  That  a  substitute  be  provided  for  the  Register  in  the  case  of 
sickness,  or  of  absence  with  the  leave  of  the  Mayor. 

5th.  Punishment  for  injuring  the  public  fire  ladders. 

6th.  A  levy  of  $2500  required  by  the  act  of  Assembly  for  the  court 
house. 

7th.  In  all  cases  of  fines,  a  minimum  as  well  as  a  maximum  is  ne- 
cessary. 

8th.  That  the  city  messenger  be  hereafter  denominated  "Secretary 
of  the  Mayoralty." 

1  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  collection  of  the  taxes  haf 
been  for  the  past  year  larger  and  closer  than  usual,  owing  to  the  salu- 
tary resolution  passed  the  3d  of  March,  1835 — ^^to  the  exertions  of  the 
collector,  and  to  the  increased  prosperity  of  the  citizens. 
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The  annual  reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  for  Baltimore  city 
and  county,  and  of  the  Governors  and  Visiters  of  the  Jail,  have  hcen 
received,  and  are  herewith  transmitted. 

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  memorial  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and 
also  the  report  of  tlie  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools. 

The  City  Commissioners,  Port  Wardens,  Health  Commissioners, 
Consulting  Physician  and  Health  Otficer,  have  respectively  made  their 
annual  reports,  containing  a  detailed  account  of  their  proceedings  for 
the  past  year.     They  are  herewith  submitted.

In  the  mean  time  I  liave  deemed  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  that 
the  assessable  property,  agreeably  to  these  returns,  amount  to 
the  sum  of  ^44,635,73(3. 

On  this  subject,  and  that  of  a  sinking  fund,  1  will,  when  better 
prepared,  address  you  a  special  message. 

The  report  of  the  commissioners  of  finance  will  be  submitted 
for  your  consideration  in  the  course  of  a  few  days,  by  which  it- 
will  appear  that,  exclusive  of  the  sum  due  to  them  by  the  city, 
the  balance  remaining  in  their  hands  amounts  to  $7,333  44.  And 
by  the  city  Register's  summary  it  appears  that  the  balance  in  the 
Treasury  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1835,  was  $12,152  32. 

In  consequence  of  the  distressing  fire  at  New  York,  and  the 
disastrous  consequences,  I  called  a  Town  meeting  to  take  into 
consideration  the  steps  proper  to  be  adopted  by  the  citizens  on 
the  occasion,  certain  resolutions  were  agreed  to,  expressive  of  our 
sincere  sympathy,  and  willingness  to  give  any  aid  in  our  power. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  constituted  au- 
thorities of  New  York,  and  conformably  with  the  directions  given 
to  me,  I  transmitted  to  the  Mayor  o(  New  York,  a  copy  of  the 
resolutions  of  the  Town  meeting.  His  answer  I  now  have  the 
honor  to  present. 

The  Counsellor  for  the  city  has  made  his  annual  report,  which 
is  herewith  transmitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  COMMISSIONERS.

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen: 

The  City  Commissioners  in  presenting  their  annual  report  have 
to  state  that,  the  several  duties  with  which  they  were  charged  hy 
the  ordinances  and  resolutions  passed  at  the  last  annual  session  of 
the  City  Council,  have  received  due  attention,  and  are  generally 
executed. 

The  fire  plugs  have  not  all  heen  erected,  in  consequence  of 
the  Water  Company's  not  having  main  pipes  laid  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  places  located,  hence  it  will  be  seen  that  the  appropriations 
for  that  object  have  not  been  fully  expended. 

An  application  was  received  I'rom  the  owners  of  property  front- 
ing on  Biddle  street,  between  Penns}'lvania  avenue  and  Ross  St. 
to  have  that  part  of  the  grade  of  Biddle  street  altered,  but  upon 
surveying  the  premises,  it  was  found  that  the  wishes  of  the  peti- 
tioners could  not  be  complied  with,  on  account  of  there  being  no 
public  street  to  carry  off  the  water,  and  it  being  questionable 
whether  the  corporation  would  not  be  liable  for  damages  by  the 
proposed  alteration,  it  was  deferred  until  the  parties  interested  ob- 
tain further  legislation  on  the  subject. 

The  bridge  over  Jones'  Falls  at  Fleet  street  has  been  comple- 
ted, and  since  the  Draw  Bridge  has  given  way  it  is  much  used. 

The  appropriation  for  repairing  public  wells  and  pumps  has 
been  expended,  and  bills  to  the  amount  of  $1307  21,  remain  un- 
paid; it  is  impracticable  to  say  with  accuracy  what  amount  of 
money  would  be  recjuired  in  any  one  year  for  this  item  of  expen- 
diture, and  it  will  be  seen  by  reference,  that  the  appropriation  foi 
1835,  was  less  by  near  one  thousand  dollars  than  the  year  pre- 
ceding. 

The  repaving  of  streets,  under  the  law  requiring  the  owners  to 
pay  two-thirds  of  the  expense,  has  been  considerable  the  past 
year,  and  it  is  believed  that  those  interested  as  well  as  the  public 
at  large,  are  gratified  with  this  mode  of  improving  the  condition 
of  our  streets,  many  of  which  are  still  in  bad  order,  although  the 
appropriation  for  repairing  has  been  all  expended. 
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The  accompanying  abstract  of  expenditures  will  exhibit  in  de- 
tail, the  amount  of  disbursements  under  the  several  heads  for 
which  appropriations  were  made,  and  it  will  afford  the  under- 
signed pleasure,  to  give  such  other  and  further  explanations  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  required.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 
Gentlemen : 

The  undersigned  in  compliance  with  the  Ordinance,  approved 
2d  April,  1827,  present  a  separate  report  in  relation  to  the  duties 
assigned  them  as  Port  Wardens. 

In  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  money  in  the  treasury,  and 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor,  the  walling  of  Jones'  Falls  from 
Fleet  street,  southerly,  has  not  been  executed,  but  a  part  of  the 
materials  that  will  be  required  has  been  procured,  and  it  is  intend- 
ed to  commence  the  work  early  in  the  ensuing  season. 

The  improvements  of  the  wharf  at  the  southern  extremity  of 
Market  street.  Fell's  Point,  as  directed  by  Resolution  No.  46,  ap- 
proved April  2d,  1835,  was  commenced  and  considerable  progress 
made  towards  its  completion,  but  the  heavy  tilling  required,  de- 
ranged the  piles,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  further  ap- 
propriation before  it  can  be  completed. 

The  walling  of  Harford  run,  as  directed  by  Resolutions  No.  34 
and  35,  has  been  completed,  and  as  the  expense  of  the  objects 
above  mentioned,  was  directed  to  be  taken  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  deepening  and  preservation  of  the  Harbor,  one  general  ac- 
count was  opened,  which  shews  that  the  sum  of  tv/enty-six  thou- 
sand, eight  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  and  seven  cents, 
($26,872  07)  has  been  expended. 

The  steam  dredging  machine  has  been  mostly  employed  on  the 
south  side  of  the  channel  opposite  the  mouth  of  Jones'  Falls  and 
Patterson's  Avharf;  one  of  the  horse  machines  has  been  worked  in 
the  city  dock  and  Jones'  Falls,  and  the  two  others  in  the  basin  and 
docks,  and  we  believe  that  the  whole  operations  have  been  equal- 
ly as  successful  as  in  any  previous  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COiMMISSIONERS  OF  HEALTH. 


Health  Office, 
Baltimore^  December  3167,  1835. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
Gentlemen : 

In  obedience  to  the  33d  section  of  an  ordinance,  approved  March 
24th,  l^2G,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  statement  of 
our  accounts,  and  at  the  same  time  to  report  on  the  state  of  the 
subjects  committed  to  our  charge,  viz: 

Every  exertion  in  our  power  has  been  made  to  keep  the  streets 
in  a  clean  condition — no  more  could  be  done  without  exceeding 
the  amount  appropriated  for  that  object. 

The  sales  of  street  manure  have  been  brisk,  and  a  larger  sum 
has  been  received  than  formerly. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  small  pox  have  been  reported  to  this  office 
during  the  present  year;  of  which  number,  only  two  died.  The 
neighborhoods  in  which  the  cases  existed  were  promptly  vaccina- 
ted by  the  consulting  Physician,  attended  on  each  occasion  by  a 
member  of  this  board.  The  want  of  an  hospital  for  the  reception 
of  persons  afflicted  with  small  pox,  continues  to  be  a  subject  of 
much  perplexity  and  vexation  to  the  Board  of  Health;  persons 
wiio  have  no  permanent  place  of  residence,  are  frequently  turned 
out  of  doors  by  their  landlords,  when  found  to  be  infected  with 
this  loathsome  disease,  and  afterwards  found  in  the  market  houses 
or  lying  about  the  streets;  on  some  occasions  patients  have  been 
brought  to  this  office,  and  even  to  our  dwellings,  to  be  disposed 
of  in  the  best  way  we  could,  and  in  fine,  to  our  annoyance  and 
alarm  to  the  citizens. 

The  secretary's  annual  report  of  interments,  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  printer,  will  show  that  an  unusal  share  of  good  health  has 
been  enjoyed,  through  the  beneficence  of  a  kind  providence,  the 
year  just  ended.  Notwithstanding  an  increased  population,  to- 
gether with  a  considerable  influx  of  foreigners,  sojourning  fre- 
quently amongst  us  for  weeks  before  their  departure  for  the  west, 
the  deaths  have  been  six  hundred  and  ninety-seven  less  in  num- 
ber than  during  the  preceding  year;  on  this  subject,  please  be 
referred  to  the  accompanying  report  from  the  consulting  physician.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


Baltimore,  20th   Dec.  1835. 
To  the  Honorable^  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

Gentlemen: 

On  reference  to  the  health  of  our  city  during  the  past  season, 
we  have  great  cause  of  thankfulness  for  the  unprecedented  health- 
ful condition  thereof. 

During  the  operation  of  the  laws  for  preserving  the  health  of 
the  city  and  quarantine  regulations,  the  whole  number  of  arrivals 
at  this  port  of  vessels  liable  to  the  operation  of  those  regulations, 
has  been  (we  hundred  and  sixty-two,  viz:  49  ships,  208  brigs, 
305  schooners,  &c.  from  which  has  been  collected  for  peimits  to 
them  $  173G,  which,  after  deducting  10  per  cent,  commission  for 
collecting,  has  been  paid  over  monthly  to  the  Register. 

The  number  of  passengers  by  the  above  arrivals,  and  during 
the  six  months^  may  be  set  down  4185,  as  follows. 

From  foreign  ports  and  coastwise  by  sea  vessels  3GG3,  by  steam 
boat  from  Norfolk  (the  passengers  from  a  ship  from  Europe)  180. 

Total  amount  of  foreigners,  3843     i 

Citizens  from  foreign  ports  and  coastwise,  342    w

Foreign  emigrants  continue  for  the  most  part,  as  heretofore  re- 
ported, of  the  very  lowest  class  of  the  population  of  Europe;; 
indeed  I  am  justified  in  stating  75  per  cent,  are  of  the  above  de- 
nomination, the  balance  being  persons  travelling  for  pleasure, ^ 
merchants,  farmers,  (prepared  to  buy  lands  and  settle  thereon, )«; 
&c.  The  health  of  the  emigrants  generally,  on  their  arrival,  I 
have  found  to  be  good  during  the  past  season. 

We  are  still  without  the  means  necessary  to  accommodate  such 
persons  as  may  arrive  ajjlicled  with  contagious  diseases.  There 
is  an  instance  at  this  time  on  hand,  going  to  shew  the  necessity 
for  the  City  Council  making  some  provision  for  the  future,  viz: 
the  Bremen  ship  Eliza  arrived  from  New  York,  with  a  seaman  on 
board  with  small  pox  ;  the  Captain  reported  to  me  the  case  as  a 
disease  he  was  unacquainted  with,  I  boarded  his  vessel  below,  . 
and  found  it  necessary  to  detain  her,  till  the  patient  was  removed. 
With  much  difi&culty  I  procured  accommodations  without  the 
bounds  of  the  city,  in   a  secluded  spot   for  this   seaman,  where 
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he  will  be  well  atteiulcd  to,  and  when  restored,  (should  his  life 
be  spared,)  he  will  be  returned  to  the  Captain  :  after  the  vessel 
shall  be  treated  with  disirifecting  agents,  I  will  permit  her  to  haul 
into  dock  to  load. 

This  individual  being  a  foreigner-,  and  laboring  under  an  infec- 
tious disease,  is  shut  out  from  all  our  public  institutions,  thus 
either  the  commerce  of  the  city  must  be  impeded,  or  we  must 
take  the  trouble  to  find  accommodations,  wherever  we  can,  for  the 
infected.  True,  this  is  no  part  of  my  diiti/j  it  is  a  matter  of  ac- 
commodation to  a  stranger;  but  should  an  American  citizen,  who 
is  not  a  seaman,  arrive  under  similar  circumstances,  that  is,  labor- 
ing under  contagious  disease,  the  city  authorities  will  be  called 
on  to  provide  therefor;  we  are  in  such  cases  shut  out  from  the 
Maryland  Hospital  and  from  the  Infirmary,  and  in  my  humble 
opinion,  the  latter  being  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  is  an  improper 
place  for  contagious  cases.  From  the  constant  communication 
between  citizens  and  that  institution,  the  small  pox  might  be  spread 
to  all  parts  of  the  city.

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CONSULTING  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Baltimore,  December  3\,  1835.      \ 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  ' 

and  City  Council. 

The  duty  of  presenting  the  annual  report  upon  the  health  of 
our  city,  devolving  upon  the  undersigned,  as  Deputy  Consulting 
Physician,  he  hegs  leave  to  state,  that  through  the  merciful  dis- 
pensations of  Providence,  the  past  year  has  been  remarkably  ex- 
empt from  virulent  disease  of  every  description,  we  have  not  only 
escaped  alarming  visitations  of  epidemic  diseases,  but  have  been 
peculiarly  favored  in  the  mildness  of  those  occasional  attacks,  from 
which  no  extensive  community  is  ever  entirely  free;  so  that  the 
mortality,  compared  with  former  years,  has  been  diminished  in  an 
extraordinary  degree.  The  number  of  the  deaths  during  1832, 
exclusive  of  853  by  epidemic  cholera,  was  2719.  During  1834  it 
was  2747.  The  past  year  shows  a  mortality  amounting  to  only 
2050,  being  669  less  that  that  of  1832,  and  697  less  than  that  of 
1834.  When  the  amount  and  the  increase  of  the  population  is 
regarded,  we  have  thus  exhibited  a  degree  of  salubrity,  perhaps 
unprecedented  in  the  annals  of  this  or  any  other  city  of  our 
country. 

If  the  undersigned  may  be  permitted  to  hazard  a  remark  upon 
the  nature  of  the  secondary  causes,  by  whose  agency  the  mortali- 
ty has  been  so  greatly  reduced,  he  would  suggest,  that  indepen- 
dent of  occult  states  of  the  atmosphere,  the  changes  of  which  are 
entirely  concealed  from  our  keenest  scrutiny,  and  favorable  or  un- 
favorable conditions  of  climate,  or  season,  of  which  we  know  com- 
paratively little,  the  general  health  of  communities,  like  that  of 
individual  human  bodies,  insensibly  becomes  corrupted  in  time; 
when  by  the  interposition  of  some  frightful  malady,  the  accumu- 
lated mischief  is  discharged,  and  they  are  restored  to  their  origi- 
nal vigor  and  activity  of  function. 

In  confirmation  of  this  view  of  the  subject,  it  is  important  to 
notice,  that  the  first  attack  of  malignant  cholera,  augmented  the 
yearly  bill  of  mortality  from  2308  to  3572;  while  that  of  1833 
came  down  to  2405.  The  second  visitation  of  cholera,  raised  the 
number  of  deaths  throughout  the  year  to  2747.  This  carried  off 
the  remaining  dregs  of  corruption,  and  predisposition  to  disease, 
leaving  the  entire  system  of  the  general  community,  in  a  state  of

purity  and  healthfulness  ;  as  is   proved  by  the  g:reatly  diminished 
mortality,  and  extraordinrry  salubrity  of  the  past  year. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  ensuini:;  year  will  evince  a  tendency 
"to  a  gradual  return  to  what  may  be  considered  the  standard  or  ave- 
raije  condition  of  the  liealth  of  our  city,  by  a  moderate  aui^inenta- 
tion  of  the  nunil)er  of  deaths,  provided  we  should  not  sulfer  under 
another  visitation  of  cliolcra,  which  is  not  at  all  probable,  or  some 
other  form  of  epidemic  disease. 

The  city  has  been  unusually  free  from  small  pox  during  the 
year  just  terminated;  there  having  been  but  two  deaths  fiom  this 
disease,  ^^1ccinatio^  under  the  direction  of  tlie  Board  of  Health 
has  been  faithfully  practised  in  all  the  neighborhoods  wheie  this 
disease  made  its  appearance;  and  its  ditlusion  has  in  every  instance 
been  etTectually  prevented.  The  undersigned  has  no  information 
as  to  the  number  vaccinated  ;  the  Consulting  Physician  not  hav- 
ing furnished  him  with  his  list.  During  the  four  months'  service 
of  the  undersigned,  small  pox  has  presented  itself  in  but  two 
places;  and  the  number  vaccinated  has  not  exceeded  fifty.  No 
more  etficient  nor  economical  plan  could  be  devised,  for  protecting 
our  city  from  the  ravages  of  this  direful  malady,  and  our  continu- 
ed exemption  from  severe  attacks,  is  well  calculated  to  inspire  un- 
diminished confidence  in  the  preventive  powers  of  vaccination.

From  the  amount  of  expenditure  above  stated,  and  the  experience 
of  the  trustees,  as  far  as  they  have  advanced  in  the  operations  of  the 
current  year,  tliey  are  of  opinion,  the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand  dollars 
will  be  required  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  and  for  contingencies  for 
the  year  commencing  on  the  first  May,  1836,  and  ending  the  30th 
April,  1837. 

The  Trustees  have  the  pleasure  to  state,  that  since  the  last  report, 
the  balance  of  $3400,  mentioned  in  that  report  to  be  due  on  the  Cal- 
verton  debt,  has  been  discharged. 

There  was  paid  to  the  Mechanics'  Bank  of  Baltimore  on  the  17th 
June  last,  out  of  receipts  of  sales  of  old  alms  house  property,  $1990, 
which  sum,  with  $1410  allowed  for  want  of  title  to  a  portion  of  the 
land  sold  by  the  bank,  makes  the  above  balance,  and  together  with 
previous  payments,  extinguishes  the  debt  of  $44,000  originally  con- 
tracted for  the  purchase  of  the  Calverton  Farm. 

A  deed  to  the  trustees  conveying  302  acres  of  land  was  executed  by 
the  bank,  and  has  been  placed  on  record  in  the  clerk's  oflSce  of  Balti- 
more county. 

There  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  after  discharging  the  debt 
above  mentioned,  funds  amounting  to  $13,794  83,  arising  also  from 
sales  of  old  alms-house  property,  which,  when  collected,  will  be  ap- 
plicable according  to  law.  to  the  erection  of  necessary  buildings  for 
the  more  effectual  securing  and  keeping  to  labor  a  certain  description 
of  paupers.    The  Trustees  indulge  the  hope,  that  these  funds,  which 
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are  uudoubtedly  good,  will  be  available  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing 
year,  and  that  the  accomplishment  of  the  important  object  for  which 
they  are  intended,  need  not  be  much  longer  deferred. 

The  document  A  referred  to  in  tlje  afuregoiiiy:  statement  of  accounts 
will  show  the  articles  turnished  under  the  head  of  'Supplies." 

The  table  marked  B  will  show  that  there  were  admitted  into  the 
bouse  during  the  year,  ending  the  30ih  April,  1 835,  including  19  births, 
1154  paupers;  discharged  334;  bound  14;  died  202;  eloped  SOS- 
leaving  453  paupers,  including  those  before  in  the  house. 

The  table  marked  C,  exhibits  the  monthly  average  to  be  385  7-12 
city  paupers,  and  SO  5-12  strangers;  the  city  being  charged  with  2-3 
of  the  latter. 

The  document  marked  D  exhibits  the  articles  made  up  or  manufac- 
tured in  the  house  by  the  paupers,  together  with  the  value  of  the  same 
amounting  to  §-2694  93. 

The  document  marked  E  exhibits  the  products  of  the  farm  for  the 
year,  valued  at  <i»4168  00,  of  which  sales  were  made  to  amount  of 
$198  67,  and  the  remainder  consumed  at  the  establishment. 

There  accompanies  this  report  the  annual  report  of  the  Attending 
Physician,  part  of  which  is  an  account  marked  F,  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  cases  in  the  house  during  the  year,  showing  the  number  cured, 
relieved,  &:c. 

There  are  also   furnished  documents  showing  the  ages  of  the  pau- 
pers, and  the  period  of  residence  at  the   time  of  their  admission  into 
the  house;  also  their  places  of  birth,  habits,  &.C.,  together  with  a  table 
showing  the  quantity  of  clothing  issued  for  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  ATTEXDIXG  PHYSICIAN. 


Baltimore  Alms  House,  May  Is/,  1835. 
To  the  Trustees  of 

The  Baltimore  Alms  House. 

jrENTLEMEN  : 

On  reviewing  the  transactions  of  the  medical  department  of  this 
nslitution  duiiiii;  the  past  year,  many  events  and  circumstances 
)f  a  peculiar  character  obtrude  themselves  U|)on  our  recollection, 
;onie  of  which,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  i)lace  under  your  con- 
iideralion. 

The  number  of  admitted  and  domestic  cases  of  disease  has  out- 
gone that  of  any  preceding   equal   portion   of  time,  and  although 
:he  bill  of  mortality  is  greater  than  the  last,  yet  in  its  ratio  it  will 
t)ear  compaiison  with  any  previous  year.     In  such  establishments 
the  mortality  must  always  be  great,  much  greater  than  in  private 
practice,  because,  such  are  the  resorts  of  worn  out  lives,  they  are 
humatiity''s  commons,  where  the  useless  and  incurable  are  "turned 
)ut  to  die;"  and  they  are   also  known  as  the  portals  of  oblivion, 
nto  which  are  thrown  many  of  the  victims  of  mal-practice.     Such, 
lowever,  are  the  common  and  inevitable  reasons  why  alms  house 
practice    is  shaded    with   darker   results;  yet  there  are,  perhaps, 
;ome  others  which  have  been  peculiar  to  the  last  year  and  to  this 
)lace.      It  is  a  disgraceful  fact,  that,  some   of  the  older   nations  of 
I  he  world,  oppressed  by  pauperism,  are  endeavoring  to  transfer  a 
)ortion  of  their  burdens  upon  this  young  and  abundant  country; 
nd  we  fear  our  geographical  position  and  readiness  of  access  are 
bnoxious  to  an  over  proportion  of  expatii.ited  paupers.     Greater 
icilities  than  usual  have  been  aflorded  to  tlie  transfer  of  hopeless 
ases  from  our  own  hospitals  and  infirmaries,  of  patients  who  have 
xhausted  both  their  funds   and  the   skill  of  their  physicians,  and 
1  this  forlorn  predicament  are  sent  here  to  obtain  quiet  graves. 

Many  other  causes  might  be  advanced,  as  tributary  to  the  amount 
nd  severity  of  the  cases  we  have  treated  ;  such  as  the  hitherto 
nexperiencc'd  inclemency  of  the  seasons  ;  the  remoteness  of  the 
ublic  works,  fron)  wliich  a  large  })orti()n  of  our  inmates  are  sent, 
jndering  the  cases  chronic  by  the  delays  necessarily  attendant 
jK)n  distance;  for  most  of  these  remain  under  such  poor  accom- 
lOdations  as  their  situation  aflford,  until  their  condition  becomes 
esperate,  and  then  they  are  hurried  off  with  scarce  a  hope  of 
idling  their  destination  alive. 
6 
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But  the  most  prolific  source  is  the  too  prevalent  vulgar  practice 
of  over  stimulation,  by  the  steam  and  scalding  portions  of  a  now 
popular  impyricism.  The  bare  mention  of  this  latter  cause  may 
to  some  seem  invidious,  but  I  trust  I  shall  be  shielded  from  all 
such  imputations  by  you,  and  those  who  know  me,  and  are  ac- 
quainted with  the  sphere  of  private  practice  in  which  I  move  ;  a 
society  far  elevated  above  the  intluence  of  vulgar  infatuation,  both 
by  intelligence  and  moral  worth;  yet  in  addressing  you,  the  guar- 
dians of  the  class  which  requires  protection  from  the  arts  of  de- 
signing or  misguided  impostors,  acting  upon  their  native  or  ac- 
quired imbecility,  I  feel  officially  bound  to  render  the  outlines  of 
the  reasoning  and  facts  upon  which  my  declaration  is  founded. 

The  cases  enumerated  in  the  accompanying  tabular  view  under 
the  head  of  Thompsonalgia,  (pardon  the  new  coined  term,)  are 
such  only,  as  were  traceable  to  the  effects  of  this  system  of  mal- 
practice, upon  the  most  trivial  indisposition  ;  those  that  have  been 
injured  or  rendered  incurable  by  the  same  means,  were  they  se- 
gregated, would  constitute  a  most  appalling  amount,  but  they  are 
diffused  through  the  table  and  not  particularly  marked. 

In  illustration  of  these  positions  many  cases  might  be  recited  ; 
however,  as  most  of  them  are  familiar  to  you,  I  shall  tax  your 
attention  with  only  one.  A  young,  athletic,  and  generally  healthy 
journeyman  mechanic,  from  the  land  of  steady  habits,  on  a  Satur- 
day evening,  after  quitting  work,  mentioned  his  intention  of  tak- 
ing a  dose  of  salts  to  obviate  a  slight  inconvenience  he  experienced, 
but  his  employer  being  one  of  the  Thompsonian  enthusiasts,  who 
are  determined  to  let  slip  no  opportunity  of  practice,  insisted  that 
in  lieu  of  the  salts,  he  must  take  a  course  of  their  treatment,  to 
this  he  objected,  but  at  last  being  made  to  understand  most  une- 
quivocally, that  he  must  either  submit  or  lose  employmemt,  he 
most  reluctantly  yielded  consent,  under  the  belief  that  it  would 
be  unwise  to  lose  his  place  for  the  difference  between  two  doses 
of  medicine  ;  accordingly  he  swallowed  their  No.  G,  after  a  very 
restless  night,  he  was  really  unwell,  hot  stuffs  were  repeated  un- 
til his  mouth  and  throat  became  so  parched  he  could  swallow  no 
more;  he  was  then  subjected  to  the  steam-bath,  until  he  became 
so  emaciated  and  debilitated,  that  fearing  his  immediate  dissolution 
he  was  informed  that  all  his  pecuniary  resources  were  exliausted, 
and  he  must  be  sent  to  the  Alms  House.  On  admittance  here,  he 
was  excessively  attenuated  ;  his  lips,  mouth  and  fances,  were  in- 
flated to  a  red  flannel  aspect,  and  he  complained  that  every  brealhT 
he  drew,  felt  as  if  he  were  inhaling  flames  ;  his  pulse  was  small 
and  frequent;  his  tongue  was  small,  painted  and  blood-red;  the! 
glands   of  his   mouth,  jaws   and   neck   were  tumid  ;  his  stomach 
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could  receive  or  retain  nothing  ;  he  had  a  colloquati\  e  diarrhoea, 
and  comj)lained  of  the  most  agonizing  pains  throughout  the  whole 
frame,  and  especially  along  the  alimentary  caiial.  Kvery  thing  we 
could  devise  for  his  relief  was  unavailing,  he  rapidly  sunk,  and 
as  long  as  he  was  able  to  articulate,  cursed  the  Thompsonians  and 
their  practice. 

On  post  mortem  examinatian,  the  only  thing  worthy  of  partic- 
ular remark  was  the  alimentary  tube,  which  was  greatly  injected, 
and  in  many  j)laces  the  sphacilated  from  the  lower  to  the  upper 
extremity  ;  proving  incontestibly,  that  death  had  been  the  result 
of  the  entire  arrest  of  the  sources  of  nutrition,  in  consequence 
of  the  alimentary  organs  being  thrown  into  a  condition  incapable 
of  retaining  or  digesting  food. 

Mankind  never  grow  w^iser  by  the  impositions  practiced  upon 
them  by  pretenders  in  medicine,  deception  follows  deception  upon 
vulgar  credulity  so  raj)idly,  that  it  seems  to  generate  a  kind  of 
morbid  appetite  for  imposition,  which  forms  a  habit  of  being  duped, 
which  like  all  other  habits  becomes  incurable.  But  among  the 
innumerable  schemes  of  medical  abuse  which  have  disgraced  the 
annals  of  humanity,  we  have  rarely  been  presented  with  any  more 
mischievous  in  itself,  or  widely  destructive  in  its  tendencies,  than 
that  which  is  now^  so  industriously  and  enthusiastically  propaga- 
ting in  this  country,  under  the  name  of  the  Thompsonian.  This 
scheme  is  particularly  well  adapted  to  impose  upon  the  imbecile 
and  uninformed,  because,  whilst  it  proders  to  cure  their  diseases, 
it  gratifies  their  strongest  propensities. 

iMan  naturally  requires  excitement.  If  incapable  of  intellec- 
tual, he  will  the  more  crave  physical.  Persons  of  inactive  minds 
must  necessarily  be  sensual,  consequently,  whatever  satiates  their 
appetites  will  be  sought  with  avidity;  to  such,  the  love  of  artifi- 
cial stimulants  becomes  the  ruling  passion,  and  its  indulgence  ul- 
timately debases  them  to  the  level  of  public  charities. 

This  pretended  system  of  medical  practice,  does  little  more 
than  minister  to  the  innate  propensity  of  our  animal  nature,  and 
by  accustoming  the  stomach  to  repeated  and  powerful  excitants, 
creates  a  kind  of  necessity  for  reiterated  dram-drinking,  and  this 
induces  confirmed  intemperance.  It  will  therefore  be  vain  for 
moralists  to  declaim,  or  temperance  societies  to  enact  laws  against 
the  most  demoralizing  evil,  whilst  these  enthusiasts  are  counte- 
nanced and  tolerated  in  elevating  excitement  by  their  steam,  and 
peppered  spirits. 

In  this  age  of  wonder  working  steam,  it  is  little  short  of  te- 
merity to  affirm,  that  there  are  limits  to  its  power;  yet  it  may  be 
presumed  that  even   its   greatest  adulators,  many  in   their  sober 
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judgments  admit,  that  it  must  have  its  bounds,  and  that  it  cannot 
be  made  to  do  every  thing.  The  enormous  power  of  this  agent 
is  alone  sufficient  to  teach,  that  great  skill  is  demanded  for  its 
application  ;  for  that  which  is  capable  of  exerting  the  most  bene- 
fit is,  by  perversion,  equally  potent  in  pioducing  the  utmost  evil. 
Admit  that  steam  may  be  usefully  applied  to  the  propulsion  of 
animalized  machinery,  the  delicacy  of  structure  in  the  healthy 
condition,  and  its  extreme  fragility  in  disease,  ought  to  enjoin  the 
extremest  caution,  and  require  the  direction  of  the  ablest  and 
most  experienced  engineers;  whether  it  is  admitted  to  the  exte- 
rior of  our  bodies,  or  internally  generated  by  the  fuel  of  heating 
drugs,  introduced  into  the  digestive  cavities,  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  formation  and  capabilities  of  the  parts  is  indispensable, 
to  inform  the  operator  how  to  adjust  his  agent  with  sufficient  nice- 
ty to  avoid  fatal  explosions.  When  the  human  machinery  is  run- 
ning too  fast,  we  cannot  hope  to  restrain  it  by  putting  it  under  a 
still  heavier  pressure.  In  fever,  which  constitutes  nine-tenths  of 
our  maladies,  the  system  is  in  a  headlong  career;  would  then 
common  sense  let  on  more  steam,  or  throw  more  fuel  into  the 
boilers?  Whatever  theories  or  hypotheses  may  be  indulged,  it  is 
notorious,  that  a  large  proportion  of  human  disease  is  the  effect 
of  too  high  living  or  over  excitement;  can  we  therefore  rationally 
hope  to  remove  the  effects,  by  a  reiteration  of  the  causes?  These 
Thompsonians  are  infatuated  with  a  delusion,  which  has  been  but 
too  common  and  detrimental  to  the  science  and  practice  of  medi- 
cine,— that  of  referring  every  act  of  the  animal  economy  to  some 
general  and  exclusive  principle.  They  insist  that  heat  is  life,  and 
that  the  more  heat  the  more  life;  and  in  their  zeal  to  generate 
heat,  they  oftentimes  sublimate  life  into  immortality. 

The  practice  of  medicine  at  best,  must  always  be  imperfect, 
because  it  must  be  an  exercise  of  human  mind  and  skill,  it  must 
necessarily  be  in  just  accordance  wn'th  the  judgment  and  tact  of  the 
practitioner;  and  as  in  every  other  human  art,  he  will  practice  best 
who  has  the  most  knowledge,  familiarized  by  frequent  and  con- 
tinued application.  Hence  then,  every  philanthropist  will  en- 
courage assiduity  in  the  acquisition  of  all  the  literature  and  scie- 
ence  which  can  enrich  the  mind,  clear  the  judgment,  and  facili- 
tate the  practical  talents  of  those  members  of  society,  who  in  the 
exuberance  of  human  sensibility  and  virtue,  forego  the  pleasura- 
ble and  profitable  paths  of  life,  and  volunteer  to  seclude  them- 
selves in  the  dark  chambers  of  affliction,  for  no  other  reward  than 
the  pleasure  arising  from  the  consciousness  of  alleviating  the  mis- 
ery and  woes  of  suffering  fellow  beings;  whilst  they  must  frown 
indignantly  upon   any  attempt  to  destroy  the  science  that  already 
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exists,  arrest  all  fuithcr  inquiry  and  improvement,  and  throw  the 
most  refined  and  benovolent  profession  into  the  hands  of  illiterate 
unscientific  men,  who  are  so  ignorant  as  not  to  know  their  own 
incompetency,  or  who  are  so  reckless  as  to  jeopardize  human  life 
for  sake  of  a  compensation,  no  greater  than  they  could  obtain  fur 
cobbling  old  shoes. 

Excuse  me  for  descending  to  notice  this  popular  infiituation; 
that  it  will  be  short  lived  as  its  compeers  there  is  no  doubt;  but 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  habits  it  will  form  will  long  outlive  even 
its  memory. 

As  far  as  com}Kiliblc  with  the  interests  of  humanity  and  charity, 
we  have  economized  your  means.  The  chief  unusual  expenditures 
we  have  made,  was  in  adding  to  your  surgical  instruments  a  few  that 
became  requisite  and  idispensable  from  the  number  and  variety  of 
operations  we  have  had  to  perform.  This  you  will  not  deem  extrav- 
agant, when  you  relloct,  that  we  have  thus  restored  to  usefulness 
a  large  number  of  persons,  who  otherwise  must  have  remained  for 
years,  and  until  the  termination  of  their  existence,  charged  upon 
your  bounty.  Again,  when  you  contrast  the  minuteness  of  this 
charge  with  the  cost  of  their  operations  in  private  practice,  you 
will  perceive  that  you  have  been  great  gainers;  for  at  the  lowest 
mode  of  computation,  their  aggregate  would  have  exceeded  fifteen 
hundred  dollars.  Farther,  your  hearts  will  rejoice  in  the  reflec- 
tion, that  you  have  thus  relieved  from  the  sufTei  ings  of  loathsome 
disaeses  upwards  of  one  hundred  fellow  creatures,  and  placed 
them  in  a  condition  to  enjoy  the  comforts  and   pleasures  of  life. 

Of  the  young  medical  gentlemen  attached  to  the  institution,  it 
affords  me  a  most  grateful  pleasure  to  say,  that  the  zealous  and 
assiduous^  performance  of  their  duties  has  not  only  lightened  my 
labors,  but  has,  from  their  uniformly  kind  attentions,  converted 
my  task  into  a  |)leasurable  lecreation.  And  now  gentlemen,  per- 
mit me  to  say,  that  your  continued  approval  of  my  conduct,  has 
cheered  me  to  exertion,  and  shall  continue  to  prompt  me  to  emu- 
late you  in  kind  offices.

To  the  Ma\for  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

G  E  N  T  L  E  M  E  N  : 

It)  obedience  to  the  requisitions  of  the  fourth  section  of  the 
Ordinance  of  1830,  by  which  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Pub- 
lic Schools  was  established,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  that  board  to 
lay  before  you  a  report  of  the  manner  in  which  the  functions  as- 
signed to  them  have  been  discharged  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
a  source  of  regret,  that  in  acquitting  themselves  of  this  obli- 
gation, the  board  must  of  necessity  present  unentertaining  details, 
and  that  however  acceptable  to  the  mind  of  the  philanthrophist, 
results  may  be  which  confer  upon  the  community  the  inestimable 
blessings  of  extended  education,  the  processes  by  which  ends  so 
desirable  are  attained,  must  be  in  a  great  degree  ungratifying  to  all 
save  those  who  look  beyond  them,  to  the  noble  object  for  the  pro- 
motion of  which  they  are  intended.  As  in  beholding  the  ripened 
scholarship  of  some  eminently  endowed  individual,  one  loses 
sight  of  the  infinite  number  of  petty  vexations,  the  devotion  of 
hour  after  hour,  during  a  succession  of  years  devoted  to  toilsome 
study,  and  the  peace-meal  acquisition  of  portions  of  knowledge, 
which,  however  minute  in  themselves,  serve  collectively  to  make 
up  the  great  sum  of  enlarged  acquirement,  so  in  regarding  the 
beauty  of  a  system  of  education  which  extends  to  a  vivifying  in- 
fluence throughout  every  portion  of  the  body  politic,  arousing  in- 
to active  operation,  and  useful  application  all  the  capabilities  of 
human  nature,  under  the  guidance  of  highly  cultivated  intellect, 
one  is  ready  to  turn  away  from  the  recital  of  the  apparently  hum- 
ble means  by  which  so  desirable  a  consummation  may  have  been 
produced.  To  such  details  it  is  however  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioners to  refer,  and  in  making  this  their  report,  they  feel  as- 
sured, that  to  every  member  of  the  Council,  the  deep  and  endur- 
ing interest  entertained  for  the  cause  of  public  education,  will 
rentier  it  an  acceptable  oft'ering. 

Previously  to  the  past  year,  the  Board,  in  addition  to  other  dil'- 
ficulties,  has  had  to  contend  with  the  want  of  proper  buildings, 
conveniently  situated  in  the  different  sections  of  the  city,  in  which 
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the  rising  generation  might  be  educated.  With  means,  scanty, 
when  compared  with  the  greatness  of  the  object  to  be  obtained, 
they  have  been  obliged  to  proceed  gradually  in  the  erection  of 
houses  suited  to  their  views,  and  it  has  re(juired  years  of  econom- 
ical and  untiring  exertion  to  place  the  system  on  a  footing  calcu- 
lated to  command  the  respect  and  secure  the  confidence  of  the 
community.  They  are  at  present  happy  to  have  it  in  their  pow- 
er to  state  that  their  efforts  have  been  crowned  with  success,  and 
that  the  eight  public  schools  of  our  city  may  fidrly  compete  with 
the  best  of  our  private  seminaries,  in  extent,  convenience,  and 
airiness,  the  order  and  and  good  conduct  of  the  pupils,  and  the  in- 
telligence, moral  worth,  and  becoming  deportment  of  the  in- 
structors. 

In  the  re-organization  of  the  board  for  the  past  year,  Mr.  Deni- 
son  was  re-elected  president,  Mr.  Cohen,  treasurer,  and  Mr.  Da- 
vidge,  secretary. 

Some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  schools  since  the  last  re- 
port, which  the  Commissioners  proceed  to  notice  in  their  numeri- 
cal order. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  health  of  Mr.  Rittenhouse,  who  had  pre- 
viously presided  over  male  school  No.  1,  corner  of  Fayette  and 
Green  streets,  rendering  it  necessary  that  he  should  travel,  that 
gentleman  resigned,  and  Mr.  Callaghan  was  appointed  in  his  stead 
for  a  limited  time.  At  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he 
had  been  chosen,  Mr.  Callaghan  resigned,  and  Mr.  McJilton,  the 
present  incumbent,  was  selected  to  supply  his  place.  The  recom- 
mendations by  which  the  latter  gentleman  was  sustained  in  his  ap- 
plication, shew  that  he  possesses  the  confidence  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  section  of  the  city  in  which  the  school  is  situated,  and  in- 
duce a  belief,  that  in  a  short  time,  the  number  of  scholars  in  that 
institution  will  be  largely  increased.  The  discipline  at  present 
enforced,  is  one  of  lenity  and  firmness,  and  cannot  fail,  as  the  board 
believe,  to  render  the  school  permanently  popular  and  promote 
the  best  interests  of  the  pupils. 

In  male  school  No.  2,  which  has  been  transferred  during  the 
past  summer  to  the  new  building  at  the  south-west  intersection  of 
Market  and  Bank  street?,  F.  P.  Mr.  Robinson,  wliose  services 
have  long  been  held  in  high  estimation  by  the  board,  continues  to 
discharire  his  duties  with  a  zeal  and  successful  perseverance  am- 
ply attested  by  the  steady  and  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  his 
scholars. 

In  male  school  No.  3,  Mr.  Carter,  a  gentleman  whose  creden- 
tials in  reference  to  moral  worth  and  scholastic  attainments,  were 
such  as  to  cause  him  to  be  selceted  to  succeed  Mr.  Roszel,  pre- 
sides in  a  manner  which  must  ensure  to  him  the  continued  esteem 


of  the  commissioners,  as  well  as  ol  the  paitiits  whose  olTspring 
are  under  his  care,  and  constitute  liim  a  worthy  successor  to  Mr. 
Roszel,  wliose  prolcssional  views  had  depiivcd  the  ftieiuls  of  pub- 
lic education  of  his  valuahle  services. 

Male  school  No.  A,  at  llie  corner  of  Hanover  and  I^ee  streets, 
remains  under  the  charj^e  of  Mr.  Connolly,  tiie  excellent  beha- 
viour and  rapid  advancement  of  whose  j)Upils  furnish  satisfactory 
evidences  of  his  capacity  and  zeal. 

Female  school  No.  1,  under  the  superintendence  of  Miss  Story, 
has  been  transferred  to  the  Jiew  buildinji  at  the  south-west  inter- 
section of  Market  and  IJanU  stieets,  F.  P.  This  institution  con- 
tinues to  |)iosper,  and  has  on  all  occasions  ailorded  gratification  to 
the  commissioners  by  its  proficiency  and  ti;oo(l  conduct,  results  at- 
tributable to  the  excellent  qualilications  of  the  instructress. 

Female  school  No.  '2,  at  the  corner  of  Fayette  and  Green  streets, 
remains  under  the  care  of  Miss  McConky,  and  continues  to  sus- 
tain its  character  for   good  behaviour. 

Female  school  No  3,  at  the  intersection  of  Pitt  and  Front  streets, 
O.  T.  retains,  as  will  be  seen  on  refei  ence  to  the  list  shewing  the 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance,  its  hold  on  public  confidence  un- 
der the  excellent  management  of  Miss  Miles. 

Female  school  No.  4,  at  the  corner  of  Hanover  and  Lee  stieets, 
is  acquitting  itself  in  the  best  manner,  and  aflbrds  proof  of  the 
worthiness  of  Mrs.  King,  whose  good  management  and  fitness  for 
the  situation  she  tills,  entitle  her  to  ap-probation.

It  becomes  the  painful  duty  of  the  comn»issioners  to  notice  the 
reduction  of  their  number  by  the  death  of  W  iiliani  Hubbard,  ICsq. 
whose  strength  of  intellect,  sound  judgment,  and  untiring  zeal, 
have  been  so  long  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests 
of  the  city,  and  were  only  ecjualled  by  the  singleness  of  purpose, 
courtesy  of  manner,  liberality  and  undeviating  impartiality,  with 
which  he  pursued  the  path  j)ointed  out  by  his  duty,     (iifted  with 
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great  accuracy  ol"  observation,  his  experience  furnished  him 
with  a  fund  of  most  valuable  information,  and  renders  his  death 
an  event  not  more  to  be  deplored  as  a  heart  rending  bereavement 
to  his  family,  than  as  a  most  serious  loss  to  the  community. 

The  course  of  study  pursued  in  the  schools  is  the  same  as  for- 
merly, with  only  such  deviations  as  circumstances  may  have  occa- 
sionally suggested. 

With  the  pay  system  as  heretofore  established,  without  any  ex- 
ception, the  commissioners  become  daily  more  and  more  satis6ed, 
inasmuch  as  whil-t  it  holds  forth  to  every  j^arent  the  o})portunity 
of  educating  his  children  on  terms  witiiin  the  reacii  of  the 
most  limited  means,  it  shuts  out  the  imputation  of  charity  educa- 
tion^ so  repugnant  to  the  feelings  of  independent  freemen,  and 
gives  assurance  that  in  attending  the  j)ublic  schools,  the  young, 
will,  under  the  superintendence  of  discreet  and  vigilant  teachers, 
be  brought  into  contact  with  those  only  who  will,  in  this  land  of 
fi  ee  institutions,  in  after  life  be  their  competitors  in  the  career  of 
enlightened  usefulness  and  honorable  distinction.  It  must  be  con- 
fessed that  the  difl5culty  above  referred  to,  has  been  one  among 
the  many  with  which  the  friends  of  public  education  have  beea 
obliged  to  contend,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state,  as  the 
honest  conviction  of  the  board,  that  this  prejudice  is  gradually 
disappearing,  and  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant,  when  all  will 
partake  of  the  blessings  of  education  unembarrassed  by  factitious 
distinctions  created  by  pride  and  prejudice. 

The  Treasurer's  account  furnished  herewith,  will  present  a  full, 
and  it  is  believed  satisfactory  statement  of  the  sources  whence  the 
revenue  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  has  been  derived,  with 
the  objects  to  which  it  has  been  applied.

This  amount  the  board  propose  to  meet  by  a  sale  of  so  much  of 
the  Bank  Stock  belonging  to  the  Scliool  Fund  as  may  be  sulVi- 
cient.  The  ordinance  approved  March  17th,  1S35,  was  intended 
to  give  to  the  Commissioners  the  necessary  authority,  but  on  ex- 
amination, it  a[)pears  to  require  amendment,  towards  which,  the 
Board  respectfully  ask  the  action  of  the  council. 

It  would  gratify  the  commissioners  as  well  as  those  more  imme- 
diately connected  with  the  management  of  the  public  schools,  if 
the  council  could  make  it  convenient  during  the  session  to  visit 
them,  as  the  members  would  thus  have  an  opportunity  of  judging  of 
their  condition,  and  beholding  the  excellent  effects  already  arising 
from  the  introduction  of  the  system.  Should  circumstances  per- 
mit, the  board  propose  to  establish  at  as  early  a  period  as  may  be 
practicable,  a  high  school,  in  which  pupils  who  may  have  manifest- 
ed superior  talents,  and  attained  suitable  proficiency  in  the  pri- 
mary establishments  may  be  enabled  to  acquire  the  higher  branch- 
es of  a  liberal  English  and  classical  education.  The  commission- 
ers will  be  happy  to  attend  the  Council  in  any  examination  they 
may  wish  to  make,  at  such  times  as  they  may  think  proper  to  de- 
signate, feeling  assured  that  the  schools  under  their  direction  are 
in  every  respect  worthy  of  the  patronage  extended  to  them  by  the 
city  authorities,  and  of  the  entire  confidence  of  the  community  at 
large.

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  passed  at  December  session,  1831,  ch.  58,  the 
board  of  Visiters  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  pre- 
sent their  annual  report.
